St Matthew’s Episcopal Church 
has often been referred to as 
"The Little Church with a Great 
Program.’’ According to Joe War­ 
ing, one of the leading members, 
this 87-year-okl church, today, 
has only 47 members, but It is 
a growing church, and its pres­ 
ent membership is almost double 
that of a few years ago. Almost 
every adult in the church has 
an office and a definite task to 
perform. Their duties harmonise 
like the works of a clock and all 
must work together to get the 
job done. 
Father Truman E. Bennett of 
Hamilton is the rector of the 
church and he divides his time 
between the church at Hamilton 
and St. Matthew’s Church in 
Comanche. 
The rector spends three days 
each week in Comanche and 
holds three services each week. 
On Sunday morning at 10:80 
o’clock, he holds services in the 
church. On Wednesday he spends 
the day in Comanche making 
pastorial calls and offers pray­ 
ers in the homes. On Thursday 
morning, at 9 o’clock, he again 
holds religious services in the 
church.
